The  following  sketch  and  gener-.logy  of  some  of  his  descend&nts 
has  been  co:led  principally  from  public  records,  and  no  doubt  some 
errors  occur  in  the  arrangetrent ,  especially  where  births  or  bap- 
tisms of  children  ;  re  not  on  record.      't^^^tl^'t 

In  early  records  the  name  is  sometimes,  written  Vyole,  Vyall, 
Viol,  Vyall,  and  Viall.  as  written  in  the  will  of  John, son.  1682, 
and  also  in  the  will  of  John  Viall,  2d,  who  aied  in  Boston, 1720. 
The  original  will  of  John, Viall  jun. ,  is  on  file  in  probate  of- 
fice, Boston;  a  copy  of  his  autogre^gh  will  be  found  in  its  proper 
place  in  these  pages. 

I  have  not  traced  the  mane  anterior  to  the  appearance  of  John 
Viall,  sen.,  in  New  England. 

Accoroing  to  Burke,  in  his  work  on  feearldry,  the  family  were 
of  Twickenham, Co.  ?-iddlesex.  The  arms  were:  Ar  on  a  bend  Cu , 
three  lorenges  or,  intthe  sinister  chief  point  a  treefoil  slip- 
ped, gu.  Crest  :  ademl  leopard  ppr.  sans  t:il,ducally  gorged, or. 

John  Viall  probably  came  from  England,  from  the  fact  that  he 
mentions  in  his  will  a  debt  owed  by  his  son  Nathl.  to  his  aunt 
-in  England.  The  first  mention  made  of  John  Viall  in  Boston  is  found 
in  the  second  report  of  the  record  commissioners  of  'Boston,  where 
John  Viall  (weaver)  is  allowed  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  Boston,  Jan. 
11,1639.  He  was  admitted  freeman  of  Boston,  June  2,  1641,  and  join- 
ed the  Firat  Church  in  Boston  the  Sunday  preceding  the  baptism  of 
,1iJls  oldest  child,  Hopestill,  May  9,  1641. 

I  have  approximately  ascertained  tie  date  of  birth  of  John  Viall 
sen,  from  his  deposition  recorded  in  Co.  Ct.,  Salem,  dated  22,4m. 
1661  where  he  calls  himself  "42  years  lod  or  thereabouts",  but 
nothing  more  is  mentioned  relating  to  himself  or  family  in  that 
document.  This  would  make  the  year  of  his  birth  about  1619, 

The  first  record  of  real  estate  owned  by  John  Viall  in  Boston 
is  found  in  the  "Book  of  Possessions"  of  lanu  owners: 
31,5m.  1647.   John  Viall,  one  house  and  garden,  containing  one 
half  acre,  bounded  on  the  etst,  Richard  V.oodhouse,  west,  highway, 
north,  George  Griggs,  Couth,  marsh  and  cove. 

Ifind  quite  a  number  of  deeds  on  record  where  John  Viall, sen., 
bought  and  sold  an  estate  in  Boston.  In  1657  he  bought  of  Richard 
Bellingham  a  small  parcel  of  lane  "at  ye  north  end  of  ye  town'.'  In 
1665  he  bought  a  dwelling  house  and  land  of  John  and  Wary  Fun joy. 
July  24,  1665,  hebought  of  George  Iviunjoy  of  Plymouth,  for  L200, 
a  house  and  lot  "at  ye  north  end  of  ye  town."  Feb.  28,1670,  he 
bought  of  John  Cor.ey  land  "at  Ye  north  end  of  Boston." 

John  Viall  (granter)  and  wire  Mary  sold  to  V.'m.  Costin  dwelling 
house  ana  land,  (date  not  legible) 

In  the  P.'emorlal  History  of  Boston,  by  Justin  '.Vinson  ,  librarian 
of  H.C.,  a  "fac-simile"  of  the  autograph  of  Jolm  Viall  is  given, 
purporting  to  be  taken  from  tlie  reiginal  deed  of  John  and  wiffe 
Mary  to  W'm,    Costin  . 

In  1679  he  sold  land  to  John  Scarlett.  Dec.l,  1662,  i:-denture 
between  John  Viall  and  I'm.  Shute  (mariner)  dwelling-house  and 


land  near-  the"Bcittery  at  Ye  end  of  the  town."  ;'  i 
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May  30,  ]679  sold  to  Thomas  Hunt  "that  messuage,  or  tenement, 
I  bought  to  Thomas  Gross,  being  near  Bendell's  dock." 

I  find  no  deed  on  record  of  his  purchase  of  the  ship  Tavern, 
but  he  must  have  come  into  possession  of  it  in  1662,  as  his  pet- 
ition to  keep  a  tavern  is  dated  i/iay  7,1662.

I  copy  the  following  from  the  second  report  of  the  record  cora- 
Issioners  of  Bobton;  "23d  of  12,1651,  John  Viall  hath  liberty  to 
keep  a  house  of  common  entertainment  if  the  Co.  Ct,  consent, pro- 
vided he  keeps  it  near  the  nev/  meeting  house,  on  northward  of  it. 
30th  of  Lm.  1657, John  Viall,  upon  petition  to  draw  beer  till  the 
29  of  Sept.  , next  is  referr-ed  to  ye  Co.  Ct.  and  is  approved  for 
that  end. " 

From  ^"ass.  Fist.  Goll.;!'ay  7  1662.  "In  answer  to  the  petition 
of  Hohn  Viall,  the  St.  'juugeth  it  meet  to  refer  the  petitioner  to 
ye  Co,  Ct.  next  in  Boston,  to  be  licensed  to  keep  a  tavern  or  not, 
j'S  they  see  cause. 

I  copy  the  following  relating  to  the  old  ship  Tavern  (owned  and 
occupied  by  John  Viall , sen. , from  1662  to  his  removal  to  Swansey 
in  1679)  from  the  "f.lemorial  Kistory  of  Boston,"  including  Suffolk 
Co., from  1630  to  ISSOjedited  by  Justin  Winsor,  Librarian  of  H.C. 

A   visitor  to  the  neighbofhood  may  still  find  a  number  of  build- 
ings of  undoubted  antiquity ,  concerning  v.-hech, however ,  itc  cannot  be 
ascertained  which  of  any  date  backto  the  period  we  are  describing. 

One  old  house,  which  until  a  few  years  ago  stood  upon  the  cor- 
ner of  ^'orth  and  Clark  Sts.;happily  does  not  belong  this  categcPy. 
We  mean  the  Old  Ship  Tavern,  or  "Noahs' Ark, "as  it  was  often  called 
from  the  rough  representations  of  a  ship  over  the  door.  This  cM 
house  is  supposed  to  have  been  built  previous  to  1650.  Its  first 
knovn  owner  was  Capt.  Thos. Hawkins , a  busy,reatless  shin  builder, 
who  owned  a  ship  yard  near  his  house, made  many  voyages, was  cast 
awa.y  three  times,  and  at  length,  as  if  determined  to  show  that  he 
was  not  born  to  be  hanged, lost  his  life  by  shipwreck. 

In  the  apportionment  of  his  estate,  his  brick  house  and  lands 
were  set  off  to  his  widow, from  who  , indirectly,  it  passed  to  one 
John  Viall, by  whom  it  was  keot  as  an  Inn, or  ordinary  as  far  back 
as  1655. 

It  was  in  this  Inn,  in  one  of  the  roons  that  Sir  Robert  Carr, 
the  royal  commissioner,  assaulted  the  constable,  and  wrotethe  de- 
fiant letter  to  Gov.  Leverett.  The  house  was  built  of  English 
brick,  laid  in  English  bond.  It  had  deep  projecting  jetties, Luth- 
eran attic  windows,  and  floor  timbers  of  the  antique  triangular 
shape.  It  was  originally  only  two  stories  high  but  a  third  story 
has  been  added  by  a  later  occupant.  A  large  crack  in  the  front 
wall  was  supposed  caused  by  the  earthquake  of  1653,  which  made  all 
New  England  tremble. 

A  fine  illustration  of  the  Ship  Tavern  is  given  in  the  volume 
referred  to.  "Tliomas  Hawkins  is  supposed  to  have  built  the  house 
which  stood  till  1866.  John  Veall  kept  it  in  1663." 

""John  Viall' s  first  wife,  Wary  died  between  1656  and  1664,  as 
James  who  was  proably  the  first  child  by  his  second  marriage  with 
Elizabeth  Smith,  was  baptised  in  Boston,  June  12,  1664.  His  name 
a-'pears  among  those  of  the  inhabitants  of  V'.ickford  (Kingsford)  as 
early  as  1668, May  4, in  a  petition  to  the  Court  at  Hartford,  Ct. 
requesting  protection,  in  the  territory  being  represented  as  with 
out  a  civil  goverment.  His  name  also  appears  on  another  petition 
in  16699  as  also  in  1678  in  a  petition"  headed  by  Richard  Smith  and 
others  to  the  King. (See  Bartlett's  Col.  Records  of  H.I.,  vol. Page 
227  etc.)  John  Viall  had  proably  become  a  prooieter  in  the 
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narragansett  country  by  his  second  marriage  witr;  Elizabeth  Smith, 
danghter  of  Richard,  Sen.  ,  who  wa^  the  first  to  locate  there.  lie  al- 
so may  have  lived  there  for  some  time  but  this  is  uncertain.  He 
would,  as  a  proprieter,  without  being  as  inhabitant,  have  the  right 
to  place  liis  name  to  a  petition  for  redi^ess  of  grivances. 

Aug,  25,1679,  John  Viall  (vintaer),  of  Boston,  and  Mr.  Eliakim 
Hutchinson  (merchant) ,  of  Boston,  bought  the  houses  and  land  of 
Capt.  Thomas  'A'illett  deceased,  in  Swansey  and  Rehoboth,  so^ie  600 
acres, (more  or  less) 

"On  the  20  of  Jan.  1660  there  was  laid  out  to  Wr.  John  Yiall 
115  acres  bounded  west  by  certain  raorked  sa->lings  on  the  brow  of 
the  hill  on  cock  point  neck,  viz.  the  west  side  of  the  run  till  .,• 
one  comes  to  creel,  and  thin  the  whole  brook  to  brow  of  hill  on 
cock  point  nick.  " 

Articles  of  agreement  were  drt-wn  up,  Apr.  3,  lOSO,  between  Mr, 
John  Viall  and  Hr,  Noah  Floyd  ( perhaps  the  purcha-er  of  Mr,  Hutch- 
inson's interest),  making  a  dinision  of  land  held  in  common,  and 
assigning  to  Jo.  n  Viall  69  acres,  ot?  the  whole  field  of  improved 
lands  upon  the  easterly  side  of  the  long  lane,  and  12  acres  of  barn 
pasture  adjoining  the  end  of  Kr,    Viall' s  part  of  the  Barn. 

The  same  parties  made  another  division,  Aor.  20,  1681,  of  132 
acres.  May  7,  1682,  127  acres  of  uplaadand  swamp  in  Swansey,  also 
8  acres  in  Rohboth,  and  his  half  part  of  180  acres  in  Rehoboth 
were  set  off  to  him. 

Will  of  John  Viall, Sen. 

In  the  mane  of  God--  Amen- 
The  third  day  of  Jan.  in  the  year  of  our  lord  one  thousand  six 
hundred  and  eighty  one--  I  John  Viall  now  living  in  the  bounds  of 
Swansey,  in  the  Colony  of  new  Plymouth  of  new  England,  In  Health 
of  Body,  and  in  lood  and  perfect  memory  through . thegoodness  of  God 
to  me  Do  make  this  my  last  will  vn6   Testment.  and  do  hereby  revoke 
and  renounce  all  former  wills  and  Testament   and  what  so  ever  by 
frie  .made", '  eithei'  by  word  or  otherwise,  and  I  do  make  this  to  be  my 
very  last  will  and  Testament  and  no  other. 

Concerning  my  estate,  lands, chatties  and  Debts  and   ever  part 
and  parcel  thereof,  I  dispose  of  in  manner  and  form  as  followoth. 

First  I  commend  .r,y  soul  to  almighty  God  the  father,  and  unto  ', 
his  son  Christ,  my  redemer  and  savior,  by  whome,  and  for  whose 
sake  only  I  hope  to  obtain  full  and  free  pardon  of  all  my  sins, 
and  by  the  grace  of  God  in  him  to  Inherit  sternal  life,  and  I  will 
that  my  body  he  decently  buried  in  the  burying  place  at  Rehoboth, 
if  the  Lord  take  me  away  by  death  where  at  present  I  now  llve-and 
that  by  my  Executors  here  unto  named. 

Item-  my  will  is  that  my  debts  which  I  shall  owe  to  any  person, 
or  persons,  at  the  time  of  n.y  decease,  due  to  any,  either  by  law 
or  conscience  be  well  and  truly  paid  in  convenient  time  by  my  Ex- 
ecutrlxor  Executor,  aiid  in  consideration  of  my  debts  which  are  to 
be  paid  by  executrix-I  do  give  to  my  wife  Elizabeth  Viall  the  house 
and  land  I  bought  of  Andrew  Nealo,  which  house  my  daughter  Mary 
at  present  liveth  in.  That  house  and  land  or  the  produce  thereof 
likewise,  I  give  unto  my  wife  Elizabeth  Viall  and  unto  our  child- 
ren begotten  by  cur  two  bodies,  ray  house  and  land  I  now  live  in, 
situated  and  being  in  the  bounds  of  Swansey  as  above  sd.wlth  all 
the  houseing  and  buildings  upon  same,  all  l;jnd,  meadows,  swamps, 
woods,  and  all  privi ledges  what  so  ever  a-^pertainlng  thereto, like- 
wise, all  the  stock  upon  the  same,  both  horsekind,  and  cowkind, 
and  swine,  and  sheep,  and  fowels,  and  also,  all  ray  moveable  goods 
that  1  have,  both  what  I  hc.ve  at  Swansey,  and  what  I  I'.ave  at  Boston. 
That  is  all  my  plate,  and  pewter,  and  brass,  and  iron  or  lead,  bed- 
steads and  beds  and  bedding,  linnen  or  wollen  stuff  or  clotli,  made 
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or  unuiade,  and  what  so  ever  is  moveable  i.oods  either  what  is  in 
our  hands  or  what  is  out  unto  my  son  John  Viall  or  any  other.  I'uia. 
tber ,  I  do  give  unto  my  wife  Elizabeth,  and  children  of  our  two 
bodies  ,all  my  land  is  at  i;arrago.nsett ,  both  what  is  already  laid 
out,  or  what  may  or  shall  be  hereafter  laid  out  in  any  part  of  the 
Narragansett  Country,  with  all  that  is  upon  the  same,  and  all  the 
privi ledges  that  door  or   may  belong  unto  the  same,  or  unto  any  part 
oi>  parcel  thereof. 

Now,  concerning  my  house  called  the  ship  Taverv  in  Boston,  ad- 
joining to  the  house  and  of  Mr.  Thomas  Lolland  of  Lollard  !  ercht. 
I  have  sold  to  my  son  Jonn  Viall  for  eight  hundred  pounds  in  money 
There  fore,  ray  will  is,  that  which  I  have  not  received  of  same  a- 
bove,  may  be  by  my  six  childres  which  I  had  by  my  first  wife,  their 
mother,  equally  divided,  considering  that  I  have  given  to  my  son 
John  a  strip  of  ground  lying  (not  legible)  on  I.'r,  Sjmmer  Lynd  his 
land,  and  W.r,   Thomas  Berrys  houne  and  land,  which  strip  of  land 
was  esteemed  worth  fifty  or  sixty  pounds  in  money.  And  concerning 
my  son  Nathaniel  whom  God  hath  deprived  of  his  sight  at  present  in 
a  great  measure,  that  he  is  not  so  capable  to  get  a  livelihood  for 
himself  as  sometimes  he  hath  been  -My  will  is  that  his  brother 
John  would  keep  in  his  ownhand  what  belongs  to  Nathaniel,  and  de- 
liver him  no  more  than  wl.at  necessity  calls  for.  And  should  he  re- 
ceive his  si^^ht,  then  to  deliver  what  belongs  by  proportion  unto 
him.  For  ray  will  is  not  to  trouble  ray  Executrix  with  any  thing 
concerning  him  or  else  I  would  not  have  him  equal  with  his  brothers 
and  sisters  in  v/hat  they  have-but  to  avoid  trouble  for  them  who 
have  had  enough  heretofore. 

I  make  and  ordain  my  beloved  wife  Elizabeth  Viall  to  be  my  sole  and 
only  Ex  ecutrix  of  this  last  will  and  testament,  and  do  give  her 
liberty  to  choose  v/hom  she  pleases  to  be  assistant  to  her.  In 
withess  thereof  I  have  here  unto  subscribed  my  name  and  set  to  it 
my  seat  the  day  and  year  written.

Codcil-  as  concerning  the  house  called  the  ship  Tavern,  which 
I  sold  to  my  son  John,  he  never  had  any  assurance  of  itaccording 
to  l&w-there-fore  my  will  is  ;,hat  •  f  my  son  John  shall  pay  to  his 
sisters  Hopeatill  Pitts,  and  to  f'ary  Burroughs  and  to  Sarah  I.';oone, 
and  unto  Abigail  Maverick  and  unto  Kath,  Viall,  thirty  pounds  a- 
piece-  then  the  house  shall  be  nis.  And  as  for  what  r.'ath.  is  to  be 
paid,  my  will  is  that  my  son  John  will  use  me:ns  to  satisfy  the  ; 
debt  that  Nath.  owed  his  /,unt  when  he  was  last  in  England.  This 
debt  to  be  paid  before  he  receives  a  penny  upon  hi^s  own  account. 

This  is  a  part  of  my  will  as  the  other  part  is, and  subscribed 
my  name  and  set  my  seal  the  day  and  year  ment  in  the  other  part 
of  my  will.

'       JOhn  Veall  died  Feb.  26,  16S5-6 

The  will  was  proved  Aug.  31,1685.  (copied  from  probate  of 
wills  at  Boston,   book  ii . ,pp.34 ,35,36 . ) 

"At  a  Court  held  at  riymouth  the  first  Tuesday  in  July  1686, 
Elizabeth  Veall  presented  the  will  of  her  husband  John  Viall  Tor 
:^robate  but  the  court  refused,  for  the  reason  that  Mr.  Hohn  Viall, 
eldest  son,  and  others  of  his  brothers  a;:d  sisters  gave  testimony 
tomaku.the  will  unreasonable,  and  that  there  is  nothing  really- 
givento  the  children  he  ahd  by  his  first  wi£e  does  not  thereof  ad- 
mit the  probate, but  judge  it  voyd." 


"At  a  Court  held  .;.t  plymoutli  Oct. 1666,  Cant,  Nathl.  Thomas  in- 
be  half  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Viall  appeared  and  requested  a  rehcariac 
to  the  will  of  John  Vfe&ll,  and  offered  pleas  for  the  probate   of 
said  v/ill  and  the  court  granted  said  requeat,  and  admit  a  hearing 
I.C,    And  do  ther  fore  order  that  timely  notice  be  given  to  Cant. 
Anthony  Checkley  and  to  Jolin  Viall  of  Boston  who  are  concerned,  to 
be  present  at  said  next  court  to  hear  what  may  be  alleged  by  said 
Ca^t.  Thaomas,  and  make  answers  to  it  if  they  see  cause." 

It  is  probable  the  parlied  did  not  appear,  as  I  find  nothing 
more  relating  to  the  matter  in  the  "Court  Orders",  for  the  very 
good  reason  that  the  will  had  been  probated  at  Boston  more  than  a 
month  ago  previous  viz.,  Aug.  1666

He  remained  in  Barstow' s  employ  till  1646,  when 
he  -joined  the  Rhode  Island  company  which  served  in  the  ^"6x106^  was 
under  Gen.  Scott,  During  the  war  he  was  twice  promothed  for  meritor- 
ous  conduct.  He  fought  in  the  battle  of  Contreras,  and  at  the  storm- 
ing of  Chapultepec,  where  he  was  oounded  while  ascending  one  of  the 
atorming  ladders.  He  also  took  part  in  the  engagement  ahich  resulted 
in  the  surrender  of  the  City  of  f'exico  in  1548,  At  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  service,  he  returned  to  rrovldence,  and  for  about  two 
years  was  in  the  em;."!loy  of  Thomas  J.  Hill,  on  Eddy  St.  In  1850  he 
contracted  with  the  agfent  of  a  Brazillian  firm  to  go  to  Brazil  to 
errect  and  manage  &n  iron  foundry  at  Bahia. 

He  remained  there  till  1854,  when  he  again  returned  to  Providence 
where  he  continued  his  occupation  as  a  m.bvilder  until  1661. 

When  the  Civil  wat?  broke  out  he  held  a  comission  as  Lieutenant 
Colonel  in  the  Ironidence  Artillery,  and  in  response  to  the  fitst 
call  of  the  Govenor,  raised  a  company  with  which  he  immediately  ppo- 
ceeded  to  the  defence  of  V.'ashington,  under  the  command  of  Col.  Burn- 
side,  First  Rhode  Island  Volunteer  Millitia,  He  was  mustered  into 
service  at  Washington  Fay  2,  1861,  and  in  the  first  of  June  returned 
to  Providence  where,  within  three  says,  he  recruited  Co.  C,  for  the 
Second  Rhode  Islcnd  Regiment,  of  which  he  was  clramissioned  Capt,  For 
Galleait  conduct  at  the  battle  of  Bull  Run.  He  was  prom;Oted  to  the 
rank  of  Kajor  on  the  12th  of  June,  1862, he  was  connissioned  Lieuten- 
ant- Colonel,  and  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Colonel  Dec.  13,  1662, 
while  connnnding  his  regiment  at  the  battle  af  Gredericksburg. 

D^iring  his  cinnection  with  the  second  Regiment  he  participated  in 
the  battles  of  Bull  Run,  July  1661,  Yorktown,  V/illiamsburg,  f.^alvem 
Hill,  Antietam,  Frilericksburg  and  other  engagements. 

Jan,  25,  1863,  he  resigned  his  commission  and  returned  to  Provi- 
dence, and  on  the  21st  of  August  to  the  Scime  year  was  apoointhe  Ma- 
jor of  the  first  Battlalion,  afid  afterwards  Colonel  of  the  Fourtee- 
nth Rhode  Island  Heavy  Artillery  (colored)  ,  He  orgfmized  the  regi- 
ment of  eighteen  hundred  men  for  the  field  and  was  assigned  to  duty 
in  the  Department  of  the  Gulf,  in  the  loth  of  Jan.  1864,  President 
Lincoln  appointed  him  Lieutenant-Colonel  to  the  fourteenth  Rhode 
Island  Regiment,  and  he  continued  in  the  service  until  the  close  of 
the  war  being  honotably  discharged  Oct.  2,  1865 

In  recognition  of  his  br;.very  and  capacity  as  a  military  officer 
lie  was  brcvettes  Bi-i  gadi  er-General  April  15,  1806.  IN  1666  he  w-- s 
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elccted  a  Representative  to  the  Gineral  Assimbly  from  Providence,  adn 

served  in  that  capacity  one  yeor,  whin  he  resi[^,ned  the  position  to 
accept  the  office  of  Warden  of  the  Rlhde  Island  Prison,  which  office 
be  still  holds,  (l£97).  In  the  discharge  if  his  duties  Gen.  Viall  has 
exhibited  marked  efficiency,  and  to  his  sucGestions  on  regard  to  needs 
of  the  institution  under  his  management  may  largely  bo  attributed 
the  architectural  superiority  of  the  new  State  Prison  at  Grancton, 
Vliich  ia  said  to  bethc  most  complete  in  all  of  its  appointments  of 
any  builaing  of  a  similar  character  in  the  country. 

For  many  years  Gin.  ^'tall  hhs   been  prominently  identified  with 
several  military  and  civic  f raternitied. 

He  was  one  of  the  nine  who  organized  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic in  Rhlde  Islt^nd.  In  1666  he  was  elected  Junior  Vifece  Commander, 
being  still  a  memtser  of  Prescott  Post,  No.l,  of  that  organization. 

He  is  a  menber  of  the  Soldiers  Historical  Society,  of  Providence. 
In  1861,  while  stationed  in  the  city  of  Washington,  on  military  duty 
he  became  a  Free  I.lason,  uniting  with  Federal   Lodge,  of  that  city, 
but  since  1S65  has  been  a  member  of  St,  John's  Lodge,  of  Providence,

They  lived  for  several  years  in 
Lanesville,  now  Adamsdale,  Attleboro,  Mass,  where  his  elder  brother 
labored  on  the  "Mill"  in  that  village.  His  education  was  limited  to 
the  common  or  district  schools,  and  in  the  aurumn  of  1850  being  then 
in  his  mineteenth  year,  he  shipped  on   a  whaling  voyage  inthe  ship 
Glibe,  of  New  Bedi'ord,  Mass.,  which  vessel  was  wrecked  on  Cape  East 
of  Bering  Straits  in  August  og  the  following  year  (1851).

He  again,  in  August  of  the  same  y 
t;rear  (18c6)  shipped  as  third  mate  in  the  same  vessel,  but  resigned 
in  the  autumn  fo  1658,  end  shippfefl  as  second  mate  in  the  barque  Pr- 
udent, of  Greenport,  N,  Y.  and  mand  a  ahort  voyage  on  the  coast  fo 
New  Zwaland,  and  arrived  home  in  May  1859.  This  ends  his  experience 
as  a  sailor,

tnltsted  at  Providence  R,I.  as  corporal,  in  Co.  K.  9th  Reg.  R.I.V, 
Snd  was  honorabajLy  discharged  at  the  expiration  to  the  time  of  service.
